it has boon constantly made, 
ovor since, in fact, tho collection 
of old English. furniture booamo 
popular: and in tho yoars since 
tho war the’ domand for old fur- 
nituro has caused makors of 
spurious furnituro to bo busier 
than they over were bofore.
